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SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA, 


The District is made up of 18 parishes with a combined area of 
50 square miles and a population of 7669. Agriculture is the basic 
industry, and the villaces along the 20 mile coast are engaged in 
catering for holiday makers; many of the householders are engaged 
(part-time) as outworkers in the Net end Twine Industry basec on Bridport 
Borough, 


Water Supplies, 


Bridpcrt Water Works Company. 


The parishes of Allington, Bothenhampton, Bradpole, Burton Bradstock, 
Litton Cheney, Loders, Swyre, and Symondsbury are in the statutory area 
of the above Gompany, Of these parishes,the first four are fairly well 
Supplied; Litton Cheney, Swyre, and Symondsbury are partly supplied, and 
Loders is without a main supply, Approximately 2,500 people out of a 
total of 4,200 in the statutory area receive Company's water including 
250-300 dependent on standpipes, 


In January 1954, the Council agreed to the proposal of the Joint 
Water Committee of the Bridport Borough and Bridport Rural District 
Councils, that after considering the Report of their financial advis®rs, 
the Councils should abandon any further consideration of the proposal to 
acquire the Bridport Water Works Company's Undertaking. 


Askerswell, 


25 people in this village receive piped supplies by the Council. 
The sOurces Of the sup»ly are from various springs which are piped by 
agricultural or coller pipes to various stone and brick collecting 
chambers, these sources yield 6,500 gallons with a storage capacity of 
2,000 gallons. Nothing has been done regarding the renewal of defective 
pipes, the construction ot proper collecting chambers and the protection 
of the springs as mentioned in previous reports. <A further supply of 
6,800 gallons per day is available in the Square and consists of a well 
and a standpipe nearby, 


Charmouth, 


44,750 Pee ope are collected from shallow sources end suppl 
800 persons (with a summer population of approximately 2,000) through 
4 miles of mains and a reservoir of 40,000 gallons approximately. The 
supply bs gravitational and the water is fully treated by storage, 
filtration, hardening, and chlorination, 


Stage II of the Improvement Scheme which was planned for the laying 
of new 3" A.C. pipes from Fernhill Oross Roads direct to the reservoir 
in Cld Lyme Road, so that all water being pumped from Hogchester would 
be delivered to the reservoir, has not been carried out for financial 
reasons, 


The existing 3" 0,I. main from Hogchester to the Fernhill Cross 
Roads was scraped and this resulted in an improvement in the quantity 
Of water available to the village, The length of mains between Fernhill 
Cross Roads and the reservoir was not scraped in view of Stage II. 


er phag 3 the year, main extensions were carried out in thc lane off 
Lower Sea Lane, and to "Ransome's Estate". 


Water shortage is still experienced during the summer months, and 
additional sources must be found to overcome this deficiency. 


Chideock, 


_._ in September, the Ministry agreed the terms for the purchase of the 
Chideock Water Works Company by the Oouncil, but suggested certain 
alterations to the original scheme, These suggestions are now being 
investigated, 
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The Council own a well worked with ea hand pump supplying a few 
houses at the top of West Road. A scheme has been drawn up to install 
a pressure pump set over the well and to pipe the water to the propertics 
involved, The Ministry of ¥ransport have requested that the proposed 
pump house be set back from the line of the road and negotiations are 
now in progress with the owners of adjacent land regarding this, 


Fishponds, 


This hamlet is served by various springs which are collected and 
led to a small reservoir of 625 gallons capacity from which the supply 
is piped to a, roadside standpipe near the church, 


Litton Cheney. 


In October, an. agreement was reached between the Council and 
the Bridport Water Works Company for the latter to supply the higher 
parts of the village, and in December, work was started on the scheme, 


Loders, 


In connection with the proposed housing site, a water supnly scheme 
has been preliminarily prepared for extracting water from a spring 
between Yondover and Uploders, but until proposals for the housing site 
and main drainage for the village have advanced further, no more werk 
regarding the water supply is being undertaken. 


Morcombelake, 


The Council's huts and a few surrounding properties are supplied 
by water piped from a small reservoir which is fed from three sources 
On Hardown Hill, This hill also supplies a large part of the village 
through the private Hastead and Bridge's supplies. A well with an 
average yield of 600-700 g.p.d. feeds the site on which six Council houses 
have been erected, 


Puncknowle, 


As far back as March 1950, a Public Enquiry was held but the 
findings at the Enquiry have not been implemented and the villagers 
are still compelled to go with their buckets to fetch water from the 
Only available source in the village, namely, the shoot opposite the 
Old Post Office, The discussions which occupied the whole of 1952 
between the riparian owners and the Oouncil regarding water troughs 
for cattle went on throughout 1953 and had not been completed at the 
end of the year. In the meantime, the villages of Puncknowle, Swyre, 
and Bexington are still without a satisfactory water supply, and in 
addition, no Gouncil houses can be built in Puncknowle village until a 
good water supply is available. 


Shipton Gorge, 


A Public Enquiry was held in July, regarding the scheme to supply 
the village, This scheme will be carried out in three stages namely:— 


Stage I - Borchole, Pump House, Rising Main, 
Stage II- Reservoir, 
Stage III-Delivery Main, 


It is hoped that the sewerage scheme for the village will be constructed 
eat the same time as Stage III so that the dclivery mains and sewer can 
be laid in the same trench at the same time over the route where they 
coincide, It is hoped that the water scheme will be in operation in 

the Autumn of 1954, 


Symondsbury, 


The village receives piped supplies from the Colfox Estate, 
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Swyre. 


Although this parish is within the statutory area of the Bridport 
Tater Works Company Limited, this Company has granted the right to the 
Gouncil to supply water to part of the parish in connection with the 
Puncknowle water scheme, 


Whitchurch Canonicorum, 


In December, at the request of the Whitchurch Water Company that 
they should be taken ovor by the Council, the lattcr agrecd to negotiate 
for the purchase, 


Wootton Fitzpaince, 


The Council houscs at Partway are supplicd from the Pass Family 
Trust piped supply, and at Monkton Wyld Gross, the Council house site 
obtains its watcr from the Axminster R.D.C.'s piped supply. 


Analyses. 


The following table shows the results of the bacteriological 
analyses carricd out during the ycar, 


Approximately 3,600 pcople take supplies from Public Mains, 
1,100 reccive piped water from Private Undertakings and the remaining 
2,900 in the District rely on shallow wells and springs of doubtful 
quality, and insufficient quantity, 


I still adhere to the remarks that I made in my last Annual Report, 
namely that the District has not a satisfactory water supply, and that 
the Council should scriously take into consideration the question of 
supplying the arca with a comprehensive scheme based on a source with 
an abundance of good quality water, 


Drainage and Sewerage, 


As stated in previous Reports, the District is not satisfactorily 
sewered and all the streams are receiving crude sewage from the villages 
through which they flow, This is particularly true at Charmouth, 
Chideock, Burton Bradstock, Symondsbury, Bradpolec, Shipton Gorge, 
Puncknowle, and Walditch, 


Bradpole, 


During the year a scheme was proposed for a 6" sewer extension to 
the privately owned Ooneygar Road estate, and the scheme and tender were 
approved by the Ministry. This scheme has not bcen carried out, due to a 
request from the Bridport Borough Council to re-site the sewer, so that 
it could be used by houses to be built in the Borough on the south side 
Of Coneygar Road, This request had not been received until after 
Ministerial consent to the original scheme had been obtained, 


Work was carried out on the Bradpole housing estate to provide 
drainage for the 76 houses to be built there, soil and surface water 
being carried in separate systems,, Soil water will be carried in 9" 
diameter stone-ware pipes some 160 yards to connect with the Borough 
sewer south of the King's Head Inn, Surface water will be carried in 
concrete pipes ranging from 9" to 18" diameter, 500 yards, to discharge 
into the river Asker, just above the level crossing, This involved 
excavating underncath the railway and laying pipes surrounded in conercte 
for the width of the permanent way, Provision has been made in this 
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system for flood water from the village stream to be collected and 
carricd to the river so as to prevent flooding of Fishweir Lance. 


Burton Bradstock, 


The Council's Consulting Engineers have preparcd a scwerage and 
Scwage disposal scheme for the village and a Public Enquiry is now 
awaited. 


Charmouth, 


The Consulting Engincers are preparinga Scheme which it is hoped 
will be ready carly in 1954. 


Loders, 


The Oouncil's Surveyor is preparing the scheme for main drainage 
for the village of Loders together with Yondover the proposed housing site, 
The development of the latter is dependent on this scheme. 


Puncknowle, 


The scheme for the laying of sewers and the construction of a disposal 
plant has been prepared in outline form, but is not being procecded with 
Owing to the hold up in the water supply scheme, 


Shipton Gorge, 


The Consulting Engineers have prepared the sewerage and sewage 
disposal scheme for the village and a Public Enquiry was held on the 
16th, December, The results of this are awaited, and it is hoped that 
the work can be commenced at an early date in order that the sewer and 
water Main where these are coincidental can be laid in the same trench. 


Future Schemes, 


In August, the Council decided that schemes should be prepared for 
Ohideock, Walditch, and Symondsbury villages, 


Maintenance, 


Sewer maintenance is regularly carried out to the Council's sewers 
and drains in Bradpole, Bothenhampton, Charmouth, Chideock, East Road, 
Loders, Symondsbury, Walditch, West Oliff, and West Road, but owing to 
labour difficulties and the fact that a vacancy had not been filled, the 
programme was somewhat disrupted. 


Public Cleansing, 


A monthly collection of refuse and salvage at present operates, 
indestructible household refuse only, being collected, The Council have 
a 3/4 ton Bedford lorry permanently engaged on this work, and the Karrier 
Bantam lorry is used for general work and salvage and refuse collections 
as required, Refusc is dumped into old @untfies af Bennett's Hill, 
Burton Bradstock and Litton Cheney, and into disused pits at Charmouth 
and Bothenhampton, 


The hamlet and parish of Chilcombe does not receive a regular 
monthly collection of salvage and refuse; collections are made on request, 


a In connection with Public Cleansing, 29 visits were made during

Rodent Control, 


There is no Rodent Control in the District. The Council's workmen 
carry Out disinfestations on the pre-baiting principle at quarterly 
intervals on the Council's refuse dumps, but this programme has been 

Seriously interrupted due to the shortage of employees during the year. 


Five minor infestations were investigated and dealt with by the 
Occupiers Or Owners On advice given by the Sanitary Inspector, Eleven 
inspections were made in connection with Rodent Gontrol, 


pemping Sites, 


3/7 camping licences were issued or renewed authorising the use of 


679 caravans on 38 sites, and winter 


storage for 250 caravans on 17 sites. 


11 of these licences were issued to owner occupiers for the use of 1 
Caravan each pending the erection of their new houses, 


10 applications covering 273 caravans were refused on the grounds 


of inadequate sanitary arrangements, 


The 23 huts at Seatown, 13 at Eype's Mouth and 14 at West Bexington 
were approved as Temporary Buildings on an annual licence held by the 
owners and renewable, 56 visits were made to camping sites, 54 Informal 
Notices, were served, and 44 were complied with. 


Schools,

the remainder have T.T, Milk; all have piped water supplies, 3 have 
bucket or vault closets, while the remainder have water closets.
